Efore we enter upon the conſideration of this 
of Scripture, we muſt come fairly to 
it by ing our way through the Context, 
to which the Text relate ; and thus it was. There 
had been now a War between Sau/ and the Philiſtines ; 
a War that was founded on the Law of God, where- 
by the Children of rae! were forbidden to mate any 
Covenant with the Inhabitants of Canaan, or to ſbew 
them mercy, Dent. 7. 2. This War ended in the Death 
of Saad ; and the overthrow of his People though he 
was made King by God's 'own appointment, though 
he was God's own Vicegerent over God's own Inheri- 
tance, and undertook a ] uant to God's own 
Will, yet in the Concluſion both He and his Forces 
(Goo Fonathax himſelf not excepted) arc. routed upon 
ount Gilboa by the Zncircumciſed Philiſtines : To 
ſhew, that Succeſs in War is not an Argument of the 
B Righteouſ- 
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Righteouſneſs of a Cauſe, or of the Righteouſneſs of a 
Party, but of the unſcarchable Wiſdom and Righte- 
ouſneſs of God. 

Saul being defeated was full of Horror and Deſpe- 
ration, and reſolved to haſten out of the Worid fince 
he had fled before the Philiſtines ; and becauſe his 
Armour-bearer could not be entreated (by reaſon of 
that 4wful regard he bore to Majeſty) to befriend his 
undone Soveraign with a Mortal Blow, Sa«/ gives 
Himſelf his Deaths-wound with his own hands. 

An Amelekite ha ing to be there, took off his 
Royal Diadem and Bracelet, and with great Speed 
carryed them to Zitlag to David, who by Common 
Fame was known to have been Anointed next Heir to 
the Crown of 1ſrael. 

David received the news of Sauls and Jonathav's 
Death, with exceſs of Sorrow + But hearing that this 
Amalekite had had an hand in Sas deſtruction, his 
Heart was ſtruck through with Amazement and Indig- 
nation. Though Sax! had been his Bloud-thirfty Exe. 
my, yet his Soul was on a Flame, at the ſad Tidings 
of his being Murder'd and though this young man was 
not one of Sau/'s Subjets, but a Stranger, yet for the 
Sake of God, who of Mohs, and our of re 


bore, for the Honour of Majeſty, and out of 
ro Saul's __ Unilion and - — he was "

Now, it has been a 
great doubt both —_ Jews and Chriſtians, whether 
this was a Reality, or only a Pretence. Many of the Z/e- 
brew Dottors affirm ( which is allo the ſenſe of Sm apud He 
Chriſtian Writers) that Sau killed himſelf, and that the 779% 2 
Amaletite was a Liar as to that particular. Nor doth this throes ads 
opinion want its Reaſons. For in the laſt Chapter of the 9wm more, 
Firſt Book of Samue/(where the manner of Sau/s Death £7, 1.5.4. 6 
is related ) no mention is made of the Amaletite, but dixie Sant m- 
the Text faith, that Saul took a Sword, and fell upen it, (Mun: 
v.4- On the other ſide, Joſephus and ſome more tell us, qnciguir. Fu 
that Sa/ had not the Onely hand in the caſe, but that 4««- *% 5. 
the Amaletite was the Principal actor. Nor doth thy 
opinion want its Reaſons neither. For the Amalckites 
were as much Enemics to 1ſrae!, as the Phil;ftines 
were ; and this Awalctite was on Mount Gilbea when 
Saa/ fell ; and he did not only polt away to Dauw/d as 
a Meſſenger of the Fatt, but perſalted in the ſtory as 
an Agent that had been concernd wm it z and perted 
to the ed too, without owning his Folly, or 
his Lye (which probably he would have done). when 
he ſaw, that a Sentence of Death agaiaſt himieli, was 
the Ozely Welcome and Reward, that. he was, to res 
ccive.

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Now for the Solution of this doubt, rhere ſeem to 
be ſome grounds for a Third opinion yer, which will 
make the whole ſtory to Agree,viz. that Saul and this 
Amalekite did (Both of them) jointly Concurr in the 
carrying of this Sad Tragedy on. For that Sas/ fell 
upon his Sword, and ſo gave himſelf his Deaths-wound, 
is clear. That his Armour-bearer might look upon 
him as Dead (though indeed he was not ) may be Pro- 
bable, That being incumbered with his Arms and 
Coar of Mail, hedid not diſpatch himſelf Fully, is not 
incredible : And then 'tis hikely enough , both that 
Saul did beg a Bloudy Kindneſs of the Amaletire, for 
tear of falling alive into the hands of the Philiſtines, 
and that this Amaletite did readily gratify him, in 
hopes of a Richer booty, than the price of the Crown 
and the Bracelet came to. 

But it is not, much material , whether this Ama- 
lekite was Really Guilty, or had a mind only to Father 
the ation. We will now (as David did) take his own 
Word for it, and S»ppoeſe him to have ſpoken Truth. 
For none can be better believed, then he that confeſ- 
ſeth againſt Fimſelf. Every man will be ſure to make 
the beſt of his own ſtory ; and though an Evidence 
may Swear away other mens Lives, he will be tender 
of his own, and beware of bei __ Accuſer, 
though he depoſeth to a Lye. We will not therefore

moſt Horrible and Fearful thing inthe account of this 
good man, {ow waſt thou ot afraid to ſtretch forth 
thine hand to deſtroy the Lorabe Anointed? 

Had it not been a Sin of a moſt 77orrid nature and a 
clamorous voice, He who was fo rear the Throne, 
would at leaſt have forgiven the man, that did fo rea- 
dily help him to the attual p.//e/rov of it, eſpecially 
being an Heir that had waited with ſo much Suffer- 
ing, and been provoked by Sau/ with fo many Indigni- 
ties. But Xing-Aling is a Crime that is Odious and 
Abominable in the eyes even of thoſe, that fare well 
by the Fegicide. To which purpoſe the Learned 
Grotius has rightly obſerved out of one of the Roman Tacit. Hiſt, 
Hiſtories, that when the Emperor Ga/ba was Mur- 4. +.

Thoſe Words, the Lord's Anointed , denote the 
great, nay the Sole thing, which we find here and 
in other places to have made ſuch a deep and continual 
Impreſſion upon David's Spirit : Sothat when he had 
cut off the skirt of Saws robe, his Heart Swote him : 
When he was tempted to Kill him in the Cave, he ab- 


borr'd the very thoughts of it ; when Abi/hai __

David with-held him with a ſtrong hand : When 44. 
ner was ſo careleſs of his Maſters ſafety, as to let him 
fall into David's power, David reprehended him: And 
at laſt, when this Amaletite had ſmote him (him, 
who had fo long hunted after Davids Soul) He pre- 
ſently /mote the Amalekite ; all this was grounded 
upon this Great and Weighty conſideration, that Saul 
was the Lord's Anointed. 


A King is faid to be the Lord's Anointed in a Two- 
fold reſpe&. _ 

I. Inreſpett of that outward, Ceremonial Unttion 
whereby for Sate-ſake he is by the Prieſt ſeparated 
from the People,or rather Declared, Notified and Acknow- 
ledy'd to be a Sacred perſon. Now this is not the 
great thing conſiderable, becauſe it is but a Rite and 
Form that is not abſolutely neceſſary: For many Princes 
at this day are not thus Anointed at all ; I know not 
whether this Untion was ever uſed to Pagan Kings, 
who yet were Gods Miniſters, and had Gods Autho- 
rity, as well as others; it was a long time before it 
came to be uſed even in the Chriſtian World 3 anci- 
ently and originally it was a rite peculiar to the Jews 
alone ; and among them it was not uſed conſtantly 
neither, but when the Swucceſton was broken, or a dil- 
pute aro!e about a Succeſſors 77rle ; commonly one of a 
Family was Anointed for all his Pofterity and fue ; 
and even then the man was not made King becauſe 
he was Anvinted, but he was Anointed becauſe he was 
King. Though there be neither F/or», nor Cruſe of

Now this UnCtion confiſterh in that Supreme 
Power which is given unto him, in that Sacred Au- 
thority which is veſted in him, in that inviolable Ma- 
jeſty which is inſeparable from him,in that Divine /mage 
and Impreſs, whereby he bears a different and /ingu- 
lar Character, and becomes Hallowed. And becauſe 
he receives all thisat the hands of God alone, becauſe 
he oweth all this, neither to Prie/t nor People, but to 
God __ becauſe this Power , Authbori:y , MacH, 
Image, and Charatter is given him by the Lord only, 
"4 Tr he is called, 7, , Lord's ——_ that oY 
Perion made ſo Sacred by God by the Communication 
of his ew Authority, that now he cannot be treated 
with rudeneſs or violence, without Diſhonouri 
Fra own Majeſty and ſtriking at the Face of

To this purpoſe we are to obſerve, what God faid 
of King Cyrus, an Heathen, an Infidel, a Foreigner, 
no more related unto him than a Philiſtine, or an 4- 
walekite Prince, yet all this notwithſtanding he calls 
him his Anointed, If. 45. 7Þws ſaith the Lord to hu 
Anointed, to Cyrus, whoſe right hand I have holden (or 
ſt hned with Power) v. 1. —1 have even called

This was R_ ſpoken, for at this time Cyrus 
was not ſo much as Born:And when he came to be King 
of Perſia he was no more Anointed there,than Nero was 
at Rome ; and yet, asthe mw calls the former God's 
Anointed, ſo t Apoſtle calls the latter the Mimiſter 
of Ged, the Ordained of God ; and both //aiah and St. 
Paul ſpake fo upon theſe grounds, becauſe all Lawful 
Princes are endued with God's Power and Authority, 
whereof the Material and Ceremonial Unttion among 
the Jews, was a Signification and Argument only. 

Now do but compare all this, wick what is recor- 
ded of Sau/, whom David ſpeaks of in my Text, and 
ſtyles him, 7he Lord's Anointed. Not very long af- 
ter he came to the Crown, out of Timorouſneſs and 
Infidelity, he offered up Sacrifice himſelf in Samuels 
abſence, and therein he was an Zſ«rper of the Prieſt- 
ly Office.

The ſtory of it you have 
at large in Exed. 32. the People would have ſome 
Repretentation to go before t inſtead of Moſes 
their proper Captain and Leader ; they prevailed with 
Aaron to conſent and concurr with them, and they con- 
tributed their Riches, rheir Gold and their Ear-rimgs to 
carry on the Work of the day ; and at laſt out came 
a Calf, a little Similitude of the Great 7dol, which 
was Worſhipped in the Houſe of Bondage , whence 
they had now been delivered, fo that, though they 
had eſcaped out of Egypt , yet they eſpouſed the 
Egyptian Religion. To Accomodate this ſtory a little: 
We muſt acknowledg , that God had marvellouſly 
delivered us too out of Our Houſe of Bondage (chang-
